This  year  ha&  proven  to  be  another  very  active  one,  with 
over  40  calls.  We  have  responded  to  a  wide  range  of  calls 
and  have  worked  closely  with  the  neighboring  fire  departments 
and  with  Rescue. 

In  the  spring  we  were  able  to  purchase  a  Hurst  Rescue  Tool 
•The  Jaws  of  Life".  This  is  a  very  valuable  tool  used  to  free 
victims  frcm  entanglement  in  vehicle  or  equipment. 

The  membership  have  kept  up  their  carmitment  and  dedication 
to  improving  themselves.  This  has  been  done  through  the  many 
txxirs  of  training  -  both  in-house  and  at  schools  away. 

Please  remember  that  burning  permits  are  required  for  most 
outdoor  burning,  so  please  contact  your  local  Fire  Warden. 

This  year's  budget  reflects  a  large  JLmp.  This  is  due  to 
the  fact  that  we  have  had  to  contract  insurance  fran  other 
sources.  Vie  can  no  longer  be  insured  through  the  M.M.A.  and 
have  to  go  to  a  ne/v  Insurer.  This  may  appear  unfortunate  but 
we  will  now  have  Insurance  that  is  made  just  for  the  fire, 
rescue  &  EAS  service.  Frcm  this  ne«v  corpany  we  receive  their 
support,  that  addresses  the  technical  needs,  training  and 
education  programs  and  many  other  services.  This  will  prove 
to  be  very  beneficial  to  all  of  us. 

RemefTt»€r  education,  prevention  and  early  fire  detection 
are  the  keys  to  fire  safety.  Please  use  smoke  detectors  and 
be  safe! !
